Demands for Inquiry. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, threw 
his support behind a Republican 
demand for a Congressional in- 
vestigation of President Truman's 
seizure of the industry. Taft said 
that the wage increase recom- 
mended for the CIO Steelworkers 
Union would upset the stabiliza- 
tion program even if the steel 
companies could absorb it out of 
present rates. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Bridges said he would introduce 
today a resolution calling on the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to 
investigate the legality of the 
seizure. 

Inquiry on Profits. 

Among other rumblings on Cap- 
itol Hill, the Senate Banking 
Committee talked of calling wit- 
nesses to show whether Truman 
was right when he said steel 
plants made “outrageous” de- 
mands for higher prices to fi- 
nance wage boosts. 

The committee also wants to 
find out whether Congress really 
has taxed the profits out of the 
Korean war and some believe an 
inquiry into the steel situation 
may provide the answer. 

Truman’s right to seize the 
mills already has brought bitter 
reaction, particularly from Repub- 
licans, and there was little doubt 
it would figure in campaign ora- 
tory this election year. 

There are no signs that indus- 
try and the union are any closer 
to an agreement than they were 
when talks were recessed over 
the Easter weekend. 

Mills, nominally under Govern- 
ment management, are operating, 
but the union said Friday that 
its patience is “not inexhaustible.” 
What this was meant to imply was 
not clear, since technically at 
le-st the union is working for the 
Government and may not go on 
strike. 

WSB Recommenfations. 

The Wage Board suggested a 
three-installment wage boost of 
1742 cents an hour, fringe bene- 
fits which the industry says would 
cost about eight cents an hour 
more and recommended that the 
steel companies sign a union shop 
agreement. 

The union was well satisfied 
with the recommendations, but 
industry protested against bath 
the wage boost and the union 
shop agreement, which would re- 
quire all steel workers to belong 
to Murray’s CIO union.

A majority of the commission, 
headed by former President Her- 
bert Hoover, proposed that rivers 
and harbors and flood control 
work be done by the Reclamation 
Bureau, a division of the Interior 
Department. 

The activities of the Reclama- 
tion Bureau are now confined to 
the 17 arid and semi-arid states 


of the west. One of its main con- 
‘cerns is irrigation. 

The Army engineers carry on 
flood control and rivers and har- 
bors work in many of the states. 

Control over billions of dollars 
of Government spending is in- 
volved. President Truman's budg- 
et for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1953, calls for some $707,000,- 
000 in appropriations and author- 
izations for “civil functions” of 
the Army. This includes rivers 
and harbors improvements, flood 
control and some other work. The 
budget for the Reclamation Bu- 
reau is $3,632,000. 

If Truman does send such a 
reorganization proposal to Con- 
gress, it is certain to arouse vio- 
lent controversy. 

In the Senate, it would normal- 
ly be sent to the Government Op- 
erations Committee headed by 
Senator McClellan (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas. McClellan was a member of 
the Hoover commission and filed 
a dissent to the majority proposal 
for the transfer. He contended it 
would be a “crippling blow” to 
the Army Engineers and have 
“serious consequences” 
tional defense. 

The argument there runs that 
the work provides the Army en- 
gineers with basic training useful 
in time of war. 

On the other side, the princi- 
pal argument is that there is now 
duplication and waste. 

Under a general Government 
reorganization law, any such plan 
submitted by the President be- 
comes law after 60 days unless 
the Senate or House adopts mean- 
time a resolution of disapproval.

GASOLINE BY COAL 
PROCESS PREDICTED 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
—The Interior Department re- 
ported today researchers have 
found that gasoline can be pro- 
duced by the hydrogenation of 
coal at a profit. 

The department made public a 
report by Ebasco Services Inc., a 
New York management engineer- 
ing firm, which said a small profit 
could be achieved if 11 cents a 
gallon were charged for the gaso- 
line and if revenues from chemi- 
cal and other by-products were 
counted, 

Last year the Interior Depart- 
ment estimated gasoline could be 
produced by chemical _treat- 
ment of coal at a cost of slightly 
less than 11 cents a gallon. This 
was disputed by the National Pe- 
troleum Council, which said it 
would cost about 41.4 cents a 
gallon. fl 

Ebasco then began its research 
work at the request of Interior 
Secretary Chapman. The report 
issued today did not estimate how 
much it would cost per gallon to 
produce gasoline from the chemi- 
cal process. Production of gaso- 
line from petroleum costs 12 to 
13 cents a gallon, the report said.

WITH TASK FORCE 177 IN 
KOREAN WATERS, April 14 — 


Have Americans lost their moral 
courage? I was in Korea when I 
received a paper from home re- 
viewing the civic corruption and 
public scandal of our time. The 
story ended, “American moral 
fiber had turned to mush.” 

On that very morning young 
Ens. Marvin S. Broomhead, of 
Salt Lake City, took off from the 
Aircraft Carrier Valley Forge and 
roared over Communist Korea to 
blast a bridge. This was not to 
be his day and his plane was de- 
stroyed by enemy fire. 

In a miraculous crash landing 
among mountains Broomhead was 
severely injured and pinned in 


miracle. It never happened. 


At break of day the planes came 
back. All they saw were trails 
of blood in the snow, the tram- 
pling of many feet where there 
had been a fight. What happened 
to the three men no one knows, 


‘We Don’t Desert Our Men.’ 


Here was complete failure, a 
heartbreaking tragedy. But as you 
watched it you did not know that 
it was failure. For there was a 
spirit of exultation among the 
flyers involved. “We don’t desert 
our men,” they said. 


Only the iron-clad order of the 
admiral kept some of the pilots 
from going back and searching 
the area on foot. 

A helicopter, a plane and men 
were lost in this futile tragedy. 

The enemy had a field day and 
we had nothing. Nothing, that is, 


except another curious demon- 
stration of that fact that some- 
times defeat—like the Alamo or 
Dunkerque — does actually mean 
more to a democracy than vic- 
tory. For such defeats test wheth- 
er the moral fiber of the democ- 
racy had indeed turned to mush.

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- THE TRUTH ABOUT THE STRIKE 
at ANHEUSER-BUSCH, INC. 


On October 29, 1951, District No. 9, Machinists Union, served 60-day notice on Anheuser-Busch, Inc., of a 
desire of its.members to change the terms of their existing agreement. These changes included an increase 
in pay, cost of living adjustment, increase in the night shift premium, and expiration date of April 15, 1953. 
There was no request to include a new clause which the management representatives contend is the sole 


issue involved in this dispute. 


After this notice was served on October 29, representatives of 
the Machinists Union were unable to secure a meeting with the 
company representatives until December 19, 1951, a period of 
approximately seven (7) weeks. During this entire period and up 
until March 24, 1952, the management representatives ada- 
mantly refused to discuss any of the economic issues and arbi- 
trarily insisted that they would not discuss these issues until the 
representatives of the Machinists Union agreed to the elimi- 
nation from the contract of a clause which had been in the 
agreement for four years, and which became a part of a clause 
which had been in the agreement for more than 25 years. 


In desperation and to force the company to recede from its ar- 
bitrary position the representatives of the Machinists Union on 
March 24, 1952, filed charges against the company, with the 
National Labor Relations Board, for refusal to bargain in good 
faith. When the company became aware of these charges they 
then made a pretense of bargaining but refused to furnish the 
Union certain payroll information when it became evident that 
this information was necessary to resolve a difference of opinion 
as to the amount of increase which the Machinists members were 
entitled to. The company stated that ‘it was not necessary to 
furnish the Union with this information, since the company had 
granted the building trades Unions a 12'/2c per hour increase 
and that was all they would offer to the members of the Ma- 
chinists Union." That the company's refusal to furnish this infor- 
mation is a violation of the Taft-Hartley Act is supported by 
numerous decisions of the National Labor Relations Board. 


Faced with these insurmountable obstacles to free collective 
bargaining, the Union representatives called its members into 
a meeting on Sunday, April 6, 1952. At this meeting, after a full 
and free discussion of the situation, the members of the Ma- 
chinists Union voted 206 to 14 to strike. 


On Thursday, April 10, 1952, the representatives of the Machin- 
ists Union signed an agreement with the Griesedieck-Western 
Brewing Company of Belleville, Illinois, which provided for a 
wage increase of IIc per hour, bringing the hourly rate to $2.86; 
a cost of living adjustment on October 15, 1952; an increase in 
the night shift premium to I5c per-hour, and an expiration date 
of April 15, 1953. This agreement included the same clause 
which Anheuser-Busch management is using as an excuse to 
block our negotiations. 


The management representatives of Anheuser-Busch have gone © 


to great lengths to create the fiction that this controversy is a 
“iurisdictional dispute.’ Every union contract has a clause in it 
outlining the work covered by the agreement. The Machinists 
Union contract has contained such a clause for more than 25 
years. After the passage of the Taft-Hartley Act the Machin- 
ists Union petitioned the National Labor Relations Board to cer- 
tify it as the sole collective bargaining agent of employees 
who performed the work as outlined in the: Machinists Union 
contract. Every other Union whose members are employed at 
Anheuser-Busch was given official notice of this petition and 
had an opportunity to challenge its coverage. The Machinists 
Union was officially certified by the National Labor Relations 
Board in Washington, D. C., on March 25, 1948. Following this 
a Union shop election was held for the employees covering this 
work and the Machinists Union was authorized by the National 
Labor Relations Board to incorporate a union shop clause in its 
contract with Anheuser-Busch. 


On April 6, 1948, the Machinists Union and Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
agreed to an addition to this clause which prevented the com- 
pany from assigning the work for which the Machinists Union 
—— to other groups under the guise of "sub-letting 
work. 


Early in 1950 the Carpenters Union filed a charge of unfair labor 
practices with the National Labor Relations Board against the 
Machinists Union and Anheuser-Busch, Inc., because of the work 
in question. This charge was subsequently withdrawn by the 
Carpenters Union. 


Following this Mr. Richard Upshaw, General Manager of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., and Mr. Dwight Ingamels, the company’s at- 
torney, met with a representative of District No. 9 and the top 
officers of the Machinists Union in Washington, D. C. At this 
meeting this clause was rewritten, but its intent was not changed. 
This language was later submitted to the officials of the |4th 
Region of the National Labor Relations Board and they gave an 
opinion that it was a LEGAL clause. The clause was then incor- 
porated in an agreement between Anheuser-Busch, Inc., and 
the Machinists Union which became effective on January |, 1951. 


An exactly similar clause is contained in other agreements which 
the Machinists Union has with other employers. At least two 
building trades unions have a similar clause in their contract with 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc. The management representatives of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., have informed the representatives of the Ma- 
chinists Union that the representatives of the Carpenters Union, 
with the support of representatives of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council have refused to erect any more build- 
ings for the company as long as this clause remains in the Ma- 
chinists Union contract. 


About a year ago Anheuser-Busch, Inc., directed a letter to rep- 
resentatives of Building Trades Unions informing them that the 
company would not renew its agreement with the Machinists 
Union if it contained this clause. It should be evident to every- 
one that the so-called "jurisdictional dispute" is the result of a 
situation which was deliberately created by the officials of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc. The Machinists Union has not raised any issue 
with respect.to this matter. 


Many members of the Machinists Union have worked for An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., over a long period of years, and they, along 
with the members and representatives of other Union em- 
ployees of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., are confused and bewildered 
at a very obvious and recent change in this company's labor re- 
lations policies, and they are concerned as to why this change 
has come about. 


The members of the Machinists Union went on strike against the 
dictatorial position taken by the management representatives of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., with the full realization that their resources 
were but puny as compared with the resources of this giant cor- 
poration. 


They have full knowledge of the hardships and sacrifices which 
they may be required to make during this controversy. They 
have taken this action with the absolute knowledge that the rep- 
resentatives of certain building trades unions would do every- 
thing in their power to break this strike. 


The members of the Machinists Union believe sincerely that their cause is just and are supremely confident that justice 


will prevail in the end.

Six other reserve officers at 
Mather Air Force Base near Sac- 
ramento, Calif., refused to fly. 
Capt. Jerome M. Schechter, a 35- 
year-old hero of World War II, 
said he and others at Mather base 
would rather go to jail than fly 
again,

LA PAZ, April 14 (UP)— 
Trucks today carted off the fast 
of the dead in last week’s bloody 
three-day revolution. 

Acting President Hernan Siles 
Zuazo, civilian leader of the re- 
volt, said no official lists of “the 
casualties had been compiled. He 
estimated the casualties at 1000 
dead and 3000 injured and missing 
in La Paz. Other estimates ranged 
from 300 to 3000 dead and 5000 
to 6000 injured. 


Red Cross authorities said 200 
additional persons were killed and 
more than 500 injured in fighting 
in the provincial center of Oruro. 


Deadly Fighting in Capital. 


Few families escaped unscathed 
in the 70 hours of fierce fighting 
in the streets, backyards and 
rooftops of this Andean capital, 
highest in the world. One North 
American war veteran said he 
mever had seen such heavy 
sustained firing as occurred here 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 


Piled high with bodies, the 
trucks moved slowly through the 
rubble-strewn capital and up 
streets to a hillside cemetery. 
Grave diggers were far behind in 
their work. Two hundred and 
eighty were buried in the ceme- 
tery yesterday, a cemetery 
official said. 


Work . crews, meanwhile, la- 
bored to clear away the ravages 
of street fighting between vic- 
torious supporters of this eéx- 
treme right-wing National Revolu- 
tionary Movement (MNR) and the 
deposed military government. 

In Buenos Aires, MNR leader! 
Victor Paz Estenssoro announced 
he would return to. Bolivia to- 
morrow to assume the presidency 
after six years of exile. 


Paz Estenssoro contended he | 
was entitled to become constitu- | 
tional President because he re-| 
ceived the largest number of| 
votes of any candidate in the; 
May 1951 presidential elections, 
although he did not win an over-| 
all majority. 
| He was prevented from taking | 
office last year by a coup led by, 
Gen. Hugo Ballivian, who finally 
was ousted from the presidency 
by last week’s revolution. 

‘Struggle for Freedom.’ 

Paz Estenssoro denied at a press 
conference in Buenos Aires that, 
the MNR was either Nazi or Com- | 
munist. | 

“It is nothing else but a move-| 
ment initiated to struggle for'| 
Bolivia’s freedom,” he said. “The | 
revolution which cost so many | 
lives is an example for American | 
countries, because it shows: that | 
it is not easy to mock a people’s | 
will as expressed in elections.” | 

The party leader fled the coun-| 
try in 1946 when rebels over-. 
threw the MNR government and | 


hanged President Gualberto Vil-| 
larroel from a lamppost. |

PARIS, April 14 (UP)—A mam- 
moth airborne operation — the 
transfer of North Atlantic pact - 
headquarters personnel and equip- 
ment from London to Paris—sped 
toward completion today.

At hearings by a House Appro- 
priations subcommittee on the 
military budget for the next fis- 
cal year starting July 1, the Army 
asked for $1,957,000 for this pur- 
pose, an increase of $300,000 over 
last year. Representatives Sikes 
(Dem.), Florida, asked the colonel 
testifying whether that meant the 
cost was up “or do you have more 
deserters?” Col. V. M. Budge, 
chief of the Army’s budget divi- 
sion, answered ‘“‘we do not main- 
tain any statistics about desert- 
ers” in his office, that budget re- 
qtests are estimated by the field 
armies. and overseas commands 
on the basis of the information 
they have. The report on the 
hearing indicates Sikes never did 
learn whether there are more de- 
serters.

NEW YORK, April 14. 
HERE ‘was thin spring sun- 
shine on the green-and-tan 
compound of Yonkers Race- 
way but the worn old teeth of 
winter were in the wind that 
flipped across the track, chill- 
ing those who leaned against 
the rail to watch the horses at 
their morning work. It was a 
busy place, but quietly so, as 
though the horses as well as the 
men knew what was expected 
of them and realized that there 
was no time left for wasted ef- 
fort. 

This was the final stage of 
preparation. Tomorrow, Yon- 
kers opens its spring meeting, 
starting the New York Harness 
racing season: of 197 nights. 
Thereafter the game will be 
played for keeps, at Yonkers 
and at Roosevelt Raceway on 
Long Island. 

Jim Cruise had finished work- 
ing his string and stood with 
other spectators against the rail.

Some authorities 
argue, though, that the beasts 
get tuckered out as summer 
comes on and can’t hold their 
own thereafter againstr ivals 
that have led easier lives. 


They Travel Every Way. 


ORSES were working in 

sets of twos and threes, 

rocking around the turns, 
easing up, circling, going the 
wrong way of the track, making 
a fine tangle of traffic through 
which the drivers steered skill- 
fully. One thinks and speaks of 
the harness horse as a trotter 
and the organizations in the 
sport bear names like United 
States Trotting Association and 
Trotting Horse Club of Amer- 
ica, but about three of every 
five animals that passed wore 
the leather hopples of pacers.

“Once’in a while,” Ansell 
said, “they switch the other 
way, from pacing to trotting. 
Like Stanley Dancer’s horse, 
Tokyo Express. He’s still trot- 
ting, isn’t he?”

“Naturally, as a green trotter 
he could go in slower classes.

POLISH SHIPS SAID 
TO USE IRANIAN OIL, 
RUN ARMS TO CHINA 


STOCKHOLM, April 14 (UP)— 
Polish freighters are delivering 
Czechoslovak war materials to 
Communist China after being re- 
fueled secretly at sea, reliable 
sources said today. 

A Polish oil tanker with a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 tons is doing the 
refueling in the Persian Gulf, in- 
formants said. They indicated 
that the oil comes from Iran and 
that Poland thus has become the 
first regular customer of the na- 
tionalized Iranian oil industry. 

Most of the arms are sent from 
the big Skoda works in Czecho- 
slovakia, informants said, and in- 
clude light field guns, disman- 
tled heavy artillery pieces and 
heavy tanks, light tanks, artillery 
and machine gun ammunition and 
various kinds of machinery.

Doesn’t Know Candidate’s Views.

TRENTON, N. J., April 14— 
“Any man who says he would 
not care to be President of the 
United States is either a liar or 
a fool.” 

So says Alfred Eastlack Dris- 
coll, governor of New Jersey, 
who, unwittingly, is sort of run- 
ning for president in this state, 
as something of a local stand-in 
and mouthpiece for the absent 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The Eisenhower - Taft struggle 
for popularity and delegates in 
New Jersey’s presidential primary 
tomorrow passed into a new 
phase when Senator Robert A.

Who is this Alfred Driscoll on 
whom national attention has been 
focussed by the controversy be- 
tween the Eisenhower and Taft 
camps, and the question of who 
double-crossed whom, and for 
what reasons? 

Abhors Smoke-Filled Rooms: 

This Driscoll is a most unusual 
politician. He abhors smoke-filled 
rooms. He doesn’t drink. He 
doesn’t smoke. He is active in 
the Y.M.C.A. He is not big, burly, 
balding or 


droll sense of humor. He works 
hard and derives a youthful joy- 
fulness out of his work. Com- 
pared to him, most of our gov- 
ernors are dullards and sluggards. 

Can many other states boast, 
as can Driscoll’s New Jersey, that 
it has no income tax, no sales 
tax—and has a balanced budget? 

Alfred Eastlack Driscoll wis 
born Oct. 25, 1902, in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., the son of Alfred Robie Dris- 
coll and Mattie EastlacksDriscoll. 
His ancestors had lived in New 
Jersey back to the Revolutionary 
War period, and shortly after his 
birth the family.moved back to 
New Jersey, to the pleasant town 
of Haddonfield, Driscoll’s pres- 
ent home. 

Driscoll attended Haddonfield 
public schools and Williams Col- 


@lege and was graduated in law 


from Harvard. He practiced law 
with a Camden firm until he en- 
tered politics. He is a trustee 
of Williams College and a mem- 
ber of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Haddonfield. 

Elected state senator in 1938, 
he. soon became senate majority 
leader. In 1947 he became Govy- 
ernor and was re-elected for a 
four-year term in November, 
1949. 

In 1932 he married Antoinette 
Ware Tatem of Haddonfield. 
Their children are Patricia Ware, 
Alfred Tatem and Peter East- 
lack. 

So much for biographical de- 
tails. 

Typical Broadside. 

What attracts attention to Dris- 
coll at this time is that the Taft 
managers, pending Eisenhower's 
arrival home, are centering their 
fire on Driscoll as if he were 
running for president. In a 
typical broadside, Eisenhower {is 
not even mentioned in the head- 
lines which run this way: 

“Driscoll can’t tell you because 
Driscoll doesn’t know and Dris- 
coll can’t find out.” 

This technique of attacking the 
absent Eisenhower, via the pres- 
ent Driscoll, is exemplified in 
such strong language as the fol- 
lowing: 

“After Gov. Driscoll had pub 
licly announced that he would be 
neutral in the New Jersey Re- 
publican. primaries and let the 
people of New Jersey pick a Re- 
publican candidate for President, 
he double-crossed:the people of 
New Jersey and the candidates 
by announcing a preference and 
whipping his machine into line. 

“Apparently Driscoll overlooked 
the fact that Eisenhower is the 
Democratic party’s candidate for 
the Republican nomination. 

“The Democrats’ know _ that 
Eisenhower's apparent strength is 
based on public admiration for 
his fine war record. They know 
that if he is nominated he will 
have to take off his uniform and 
start campaigning on the political 
issues.

“We know from bitter experi- 
ence what would happen.

Korean and Chinese 
Communist prisoners who orig- 
inally fought for the Reds have 
since apparently disavowed Com- 
munism and would be killed or 
worked to death in slave labor 
camps if they were forcibly re- 
turned. 
Captives Show Anti-Communism. 
- These Red captives, held in 
U.N. prisoner compounds on Koje 
jsland, have manifested their anti- 
Communism in many ways, in- 
cluding slogans, songs, the making 
of U.N. and Republic of Korea 
flags and cap insignia, and 
through tattooing their bodies 
with anti-Communist and anti- 
- Russian phrases. The camps are 
Joaded with violent pro-Commu- 
nists who on their return would 
become informers. 

Gen. Ridgway made his state- 
ments in reply to direct questions 
on his interpretation of the Gene- 
va convention on individuals waiv- 
ing their rights of repatriation. 

Article 7 of the convention |

Gen. Ridgway would not tip 
the U.N.’s hand on the armistice 
negotiations, but he made it clear 
that the U.N. Command cannot

He said the U.N. stand was 
“wholly reasonable and valid” be- 
cause it is a military armistice 
that is being negotiated.

It is to 
promote such confidence that the 
league supports unit control, whereby 
the administration would be under the 
direction of a single superintendent of 
schools, responsible to the board. Such 
organization would make it easier for 
the board to see that the schools are 
administered efficiently. 

In view of the fact that the reputa- 
tion of the school administration is de- 
pendent upon the conduct of its offi- 
cers, the league urges the board to 
reconsider its decision and insure in 
the future the respect of the commu- 
nity.

The Election Is the Test 


The generals have a saying that the test of 
military training is the battle. We would like 
to suggest that the test of democracy is the 
election. 

If this is true, then there is some doubt 
about how our democracy meets the test. It 
is difficult to come to any other conclusion 
since no less than 58 bills for electoral reform 
are pending before Congress. 

Most of the pending bills fall into two broad 
categories. The first of these embraces meas- 
ures for the direct popular election of the 
President or at least for uniform, nation-wide 
presidential primaries. 

The second category concerns itself with the 
abolition of election abuses. Stemming out of 
investigations of senatorial elections in Ohio and 
Maryland, these bills would outlaw vicious cam- 
paign devices and provide more realistic regu- 
lations of campaign expenditures. 

The pertinent question is which of these 
proposals—and virtually all of them have merit 
—can be enacted in time to affect the presi- 
dential choice immediately ahead of the Ameri- 
can people. Outstanding in this respect is the 
suggestion of Senator Douglas for presidential 
preference primaries in all of the states. Only 
a constitutional amendment could make the re- 
sults of such primaries binding on the conven- 
tions; but even without such an amendment, 
they would be most persuasive. 

Senator Carl Hayden, chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee, has wired all governors for 
their opinion on this bill. The replies, one may 
be sure, will depend on how deeply individual 
governors are committed to political machines. 
Organization bosses do not like the measure. 
Both Democratic National Chairman Frank E. 
McKinney and Republican Chairman Guy Ga- 
brielson professed sympathy for it, but argued 
against adoption now. We would like to see the 
Douglas bill reach the floor in both Houses— 
and soon—so that members of Congress would 
have to commit themselves on this issue of the 
bosses vs. the voters. 

Greater difficulty is involved in getting all 
the suggested reforms of campaign abuses into 
one bill in short order. Hearings on such a bill 
have now been started. Senator Gillette, Sena- 
tor Mansfield and Representative Burleson, the 
chairmen of committees concerned, should try to 
make their work useful before next November. 
A new Congress would have to start all over 
again. But if the Douglas bill were adopted, it 
might be taken as a sign of more thorough re- 
forms to come. 

As we said, the test of democracy is the elec- 
tion—a clean, honest election reflecting the de- 
sires of all of the voters. 
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A Priceless Gift to St. Louis 


Television thawed out today, and as the FCC 
ended its ban on new stations, it gave St. Louis 
a priceless opportunity in the form of Channel 
9. This TV channel will be reserved for an edu- 
cational station. It is the space for using the re- 
markable power of television for public enlight- 
enment. 

In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, the May- 
Educational Television de- 
scribes what it sees in the future. The commit- 
tee has been working diligently on plans for a 
non-profit station. This would be operated in be- 
half of all the schools of this area, but not for 
them alone. 

Channel 9 would serve both the children and 
the parents, and the public at large. It would 
draw on all the cultural resources of the com- 
munity—the schools and universities, the orches- 
tras and museums. It would bring the finest 
teaching, the best music, the. most objective dis- 
cussion, the highest drama not only into the 
classroom but into the home. 

This is the plan and the dream. But television 
is costly, and it is a long way from a plan to a 
telecast. A non-profit station will require grants 
of money. To compete successfully with commer- 
cial entertainment, it will need a competent 
staff and skillful program production. High pur- 
pose alone will not hold an audience. 

Moreover, Channel 9 will not be reserved for- 
ever for education if it is not used. Too many 
commercial interests are seeking air space to 
allow disuse of any channel. So the opportunity 
given St. Louis could be lost, perhaps for good. 

The Mayor’s committee must have the strong- 
est public support in making good and certain 
use of Channel 9. St. Louis believes in educa- 
tion. It knows the dramatic power of television. 

This power should be used to bring our area the 
best of ideas that civilization has produced. 
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As to Western Electric Wages 

In an editorial Saturday on the telephone 
wage dispute, the Post-Dispatch stated that the 
Western Electric installer or repairman earns 
$1.67 an hour on the average, and receives $2.30 
an hour after five years. These earnings are in 
effect in some cities, but were not intended to 
refer to specific wages in St. Louis. The Western 
Electric repairman or installer here earns $1.67 
after five years. 
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Reporters Size Up Diplomats 

United States diplomacy is missing its mark 
by a wide margin, according to a most signifi- 
cant survey of the Chicago Daily News-Post- 
Dispatch foreign service summarized Sunday by 
Correspondent Albert Ravenholt. 

The United States, according to the corre- 
spondents, is putting too much reliance on mili- 
tary measures. “We have not yet discovered 
how to accomplish our long-range objectives 
without going to war,” wrote Ravenholt. 

This is drawing too long a bow, but it may 
well be true that our representatives abroad have 
tended to create this impression. They have 
tried to “buy” the support of corrupt regimes, 
and they have not placed as much emphasis as 
seems desirable on economic reforms. Some of 
them have aroused suspicion and fear where 
we should have friendship. 

As the correspondents indicate, this is as much 
or more the fault of individuals as it is a weak- 
ness in any basic policy. We are represented by 
too many “military and quasi-military men with 
a conquering hero complex who throw their 
weight around.” Even worse are those civilians 
of the Foreign Service who “are primarily inter- 
ested in each other and their creature comforts.” 

We need more “trained, disciplined and dedi- 
cated people—skilled teachers, agricultural scien- 
tists and doctors willing to live rugged lives in 
the villages of Asia.” We need such people to 
preach democracy, because the Russians certainly 
have their agents preaching Communism. Even 
if our foreign policy were perfect in every last 
detail, much would still dépend on those who 
administer it. | 

But can the United States enlist such men in 
sufficient numbers? The correspondents doubt 
it so long as we play domestic politics with for- 
eign affairs. The State Department is going to 
find it difficult to make the Foreign Service “a 


workshop for promoting ideals, instead of a 
cocktail circuit” as long as it is harassed by 
“irresponsible congressional attack.” 

Many Americans, in and out of Washington, 
have been aware of some of these shortcomings. 
Efforts have been made to correct them in spite 
of difficulties. But if our foreign correspondents 
are right, much more needs to be done by way 
of correction. 
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Not a Proper Consideration 

The informative article in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch on the newly appointed but not yet 
confirmed Attorney General, Judge James Pat- 
rick McGranery of Philadelphia, contained a 
statement which should cause some sober think- 
ing on the part of everyone who read it. 
description of Judge McGranery’s church con- 
nections, our Washington correspondent wrote: 
“Appointment by Truman of a non-Cathclic 
might have had serious political consequences.” 


What is disturbing is not that this statement 
should be made. The disturbing thing is that 
a veteran Washington correspondent believes 
that there is enough basis for the view that it 
becomes proper, in his opinion, to refer to it in 
such an article. 

Judge McGranery’s church connections are no 
relevant consideration in the selection of a new 
Attorney General. His denominational affilia- 
tion makes him neither more nor less qualified 
to head the Department of Justice. The appoint- 
ment of Maurice J. Tobin of Boston as Secretary 
of Labor had no “serious political consequences” 
because of his church. Why should the appoint- 
ment as Attorney General of someone who was 
not a member of the same church have had 
a politically “serious” reaction? 

In 1928 the late Alfred E. Smith was defeated 
for the office of President, in part because many 
citizens were so bigoted as to mark their ballots 
largely on a basis of his church. It was a dem- 
onstration of intolerance that was a discredit to 
the United States. In the quarter century which 
has passed, much headway has been made in 
modifying sectarian differences. 

President Truman should have had only one 
consideration when he chose a successor to 
J. Howard McGrath—that was to get the man 
best qualified to clean up the Department of 
Justice and to lead the prosecution of any and 
all federal officials who betrayed their trust. In 
a quest like that a man’s church affiliation has 
no proper part. 
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Fair Compromise on Tax Files 

The dispute over what federal tax files to 
open to corruption investigators has varied be- 
tween demands for too much and offers of too 
little. President Truman has now settled the 
argument in favor of just about the right 
amount. 

Mr. Truman has ordered the Treasury Depart- 
ment to give the Chelf subcommittee of the 
House all income tax returns of Government offi- 
cials who are named in specific complaints. More- 
over, the committee must offer some credible 
evidence justifying the demand for files. 


Prior to this Newbold Morris, before he was 
ousted as a special investigator. wanted to see 
nearly 600 tax files. The Chelf group itself first 
made a similar blanket demand. The Justice 
Department opposed all of them and offered 
virtually nothing. 

Now the Chelf committee will be permitted 
to concentrate on specific cases in which it can 
show a reasonable interest. This is a’ good deal 
more practical than trying to investigate every 
Justice official, or being allowed to investigate 
none. It is also the fairest way to open up the 
secret tax files. 
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Tom Connally Bows Out 

Although Tom Connally has lacked a lot of 
being the ideal Senator, there will be regret in 
many quarters that he has decided not to run 
for re-election. 

He has been foremost a Texan and he had 
stood for Texas interests when they conflicted 
head on with national interests. A case in point 
is in the issue of control of the oil lands which 
lie submerged off our coasts. Actually of course 
what is to the national interest is to the inter- 
est of Texans generally, though perhaps not to 
the financial interest of a few Texas oil opera- 
tors, as Senator Connally must be fully aware. 

Service in the Senate since 1929 moved Tom 
Connally to a preferred place among the Demo- 
cratic veterans and with it went the chairman- 
ship of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
In this important post, he was a vast improve- 
ment over such a predecessor as the late Key 
Pittman of Nevada. On the whole he has given 
intelligent direction to the committee. He and 
the late Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan who was chairman of the committee when 
the Republicans were in control of the Eightieth 
Congress made an effective team in the creation 
and maintenance of a bipartisan foreign policy. 


Senator Connally’s decision not to run is a 
surprise since he had been busy making conces- 
sionary statements on foreign aid and similar 
matters which suggested that he had one if not 
both ears down in the cotton fields. 


In passing up the race against Price Daniel, 
popular Attorney General, Senator Connally as- 
sures a new chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee next January. The ranking Demo- 
crat is Walter F. George of Georgia, the ranking 
Republican Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin. On 
the record, Senator Connally is better than either 
in the critical field of international relations. 
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An Avoidable Aftermath 


The most distressing aspect of the legal tan- 
gle now shaping up in the Maplewood-Richmond 
Heights School District over the post of super- 
intendent is that it could so easily have been 
avoided. But the district’s old school board, act- 
ing as if it had to “save” the people despite the 
consequences, willed it otherwise. 

Terms of three of the members of the old 
board expired April 1. But before they left of- 
fice they helped prepare the situation in which 
the district now finds itself. First, the old board 
voted not to renew the contract of Superin- 
tendent E. R. Adams when it expired in June. 
Immediately a citizens’ group was formed to 
back a pro-Adams slate in the April election. 

The citizens asked the board to hold off ap- 
pointing a successor to Mr. Adams until after 
the votes were in. Despite that plea, and in the 
face of the possibility the pro-Adams candidates 
might be elected, as they were, the board signed 
Dr. Carl L. Parker of Flat River to a three-year 
contract at $10,000 a year. That was less than a 
month before election day. 

Now, the pro-Adams board has rehired its 
favorite and informed Dr. Parker his contract 
is invalid. Dr. Parker, however, believes other- 
wise and indicates the courts will be called upon 
to decide the matter. The legal battle is still to 
be joined. If only the old board had waited for 
the voice of the: people!

A Statement by the Mayor's Committee on Educational Television 


The Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has just announced its decision to re- 
serve a television channel (Channel 9) for 
non-commercial educational use in St. 
Louis. 

The FCC decision presents the people 
of the St. Louis metropolitan area with a 
truly extraordinary educational opportu- 
nity. We must make every effort to take 
advantage of this opportunity. Our prin- 
cipal educational institutions will co-oper- 
ate in this effort. 

The fact that the FCC is reserving a 
television channel for non-commercial use 
does not mean that a non-commercial sta- 
tion will automatically come into existence. 
Substantial public and private support will 
be needed to build and operate a station. 
The FCC decision means that as soon as 
adequate financial arrangements have been 
made and a license has been granted the 
station will have the right to go on the air. 
Since the FCC ruling provides that the 
educational station must be exclusively 
non-commercial, no revenues may be col- 
lected through the sale of broadcasting 
time for advertising. 

Through the Mayor's Committee on Edu- 
cational Television the public and private 
schools and universities of the metropoli- 
tan area are developing plans for the 
station. The co-operation of the commu- 
nity’s principal cultural and civic agencies 
is being sought. For example, St. Louis 
and Washington Universities, the Art Mu- 
seum, the Public Library, music groups, 
Community Chest agencies, etc., are tak- 
ing inventory of the programming poten- 
tialities of their various departments. A 
comprehensive programming prospectus is 
taking form, 


Teaching a Hundredfold 


The Mayor’s committee will make its 
recommendations shortly to the principal 
educational institutions for the creation of 
an independent co-operative agency that 
will apply for the license to operate the 
station. 

Channel 9 can serve the public in many 
significant ways. 

During the day it can carry programs 
which will be received in the classrooms 
of the elementary and secondary schools 
of the area. The most able and inspiring 
teachers will be brought into every class- 
room. The teaching power of one good 
teacher, film, or demonstration will be 
multiplied a hundredfold. Through this 
means parents will gain a better insight 
into what goes on in the schools. 

Programs will be brought into our homes 
which will help to promote the health and 
happiness of our children in after school 
hours. This will provide an alternative to 
some of the programs which the children 
now see. 

A co-operative committee of school ad- 
ministrators is already at work developing 
in-school and after-school program ideas 
for children. 

Channel 9 will serve the entire adult 
population in the evenings. 

It can be a powerful instrument for 


giving the people the information they 
need to make democracy work. It will 
feature programs that deal objectively 
with the important problems that face our 
community, our nation, and the world. It 
will report on the activities of government- 
al and other agencies which affect the 
public interest. It will provide our homes 
with a window through which we can 
communicate with our fellow-citizens of 
the world. 

Channel 9 will be useful in promoting 
public understanding of the many fields 
of knowledge in the natural sciences and 
the humanities. 

Channel 9 might be used by professional 
groups for in-service instruction programs 
in fields such as medicine and dentistry. 

Not all of the programs will involve for- 
mal education. Entertainment of a high 
order will be featured. There will be 
music and dramatic productions. Atten- 
tion will be focused on the fine arts. The 
constructive use of leisure time will be 
promoted through the demonstration of 
hobbies. 


A Priceless Opportunity 


At a conference of educators from many 
parts of the country which was called re- 
cently by Mayor Darst. it was proposed 
that the various educational stations join 
together in a national educational televi- 
sion network. The network agency would 
make available for St. Louis programs 
which would draw on the outstanding edu- 
cational and cultural resources of the na- 
tion and the world. In this way the great- 
est teachers and finest elements of our 
culture could be brought into the living 
rooms of our homes. 

This enumeration of some of the uses to 
which Channel 9 may be put suggests why 
we consider that the public interest re- 
quires that an educational television sta- 
tion be built. We appeal for the fullest 
measure of public support in this project. 
We are planning prompt action so that a 
priceless opportunity may not be lost to the 
people of St. Louis forever.

The Plight of the Cities 


From the Bulletin of the Public Administration Clearing House 


The difficulty facing the cities is 
pointed up in a survey made by the 
International City Managers’ Association 
of 21 representative cities ranging from 
5000 to 500,000 population. A summary 
article on the survey in the April issue of 
Public Management, official journal of the 
association, shows 14 of the 21 surveyed 
cities are facing serious difficulty in financ- 
ing normal municipal services. 

Principal cause of the current financial 
squeeze on cities is that costs have con- 
tinued to rise at a faster pace than in- 
come. Contributing to these rising costs 
have been the lack of stability in prices 
and the changing social policy reflected 
in shorter work weeks, paid holidays and 
more generous sick leave and vacation 
allowances. 

Further, the article pointed out, today’s 


cities are expected to provide more serv- 
ices to their citizens. Sixteen of the sur- 
veyed cities reported adding one or more 
new services since World War II, while 
only four cities eliminated or reduced one 
or more services during the same period. 

The basic factor contributing to munici- 
pal financial difficulties is the trend of 
population outward from the city, coupled 
with changing character of the population 
of the central city. Although there was an 
increase in the central city’s growth from 
1940 to 1950 of 13 per cent, the popula- 
tion of suburban areas jumped 34.9 per 
cent. This has resulted in city popula- 
tions with relatively less tax-paying ability; 
higher per capita costs for education; re- 
lief, social services and public housing, 
and, at the same time, a shrinking prop- 
erty tax base.

Hornblower on Deck Again 


LIEUTENANT HORNBLOWER, by C. S. Forester. (Little, 

Brown & Co.; 306 pgs., $3.50.) 

Mr. Forester’s seventh novel partly fills 
the gap between “Mr. Midshipman Horn- 
blower” and the trilogy “Captain Horatio 
Hornblower” which 15 years ago began 
this salty saga of British sea dog of Na- 
poleonic days. Old Forester followers, 
many of whom succumbed to the Forester 
lure in the days before Hornblower when 
they read “The Gun” or “The General,” 
will devour this book although it is not as 
robust as its predecessors. But. as always, 
the book is historically accurate, neatly 
written and loaded with action and more 
action. 

It opens with the redoubtable Hornblow- 
er on.the Renown, a 74gun ship of the 
line, in West Indies waters on a secret 
mission in 1801. Hornblower is the junior 
among five lieutenants aboard. The cap- 
tain shows repeated signs of insanity and 
the second in command lacks resolution. 
Lt. William Bush, who in earlier books 
has been Hornblow- 
er’s right hand bow- 
er, is assigned to the 
ship and has his first 
meeting with Horn- 
blower. Bush, senior 
to Hornblower, at 
first is jealous and 
suspicious of Horn- 
blower but soon re- 
covers and by the 
end of the book 
is Hornblower’s best 
friend despite becom- 
ing his junior.

Forester mand when his mind 
cracks and he is hurt in a fall. The ir- 
resolute first lieutenant. Buckland, runs 
the ship aground right under the guns of 
a Spanish fort. After the ship is kedged 
off, Hornblower suggests a way to re- 
trieve British honor-—a shore party to 
land at night and attack the fort from the 
rear. The desperate gamble succeeds and 
the Renown sails off with her Spanish 
prisoners. But the prisoners break out and 
Forester almost outdoes himself in the 
bloody fight he portrays. Hornblower 
comes through gallantly, recapturing the 
ship from the Spaniards. 

In the ensuing inquiry at Kingston, 
Hornblower comes into his own and gets 
temporary promotion to the exalted rank 
of commander. Then peace comes and the 
promotion is not confirmed in London. The 
navy is cut back and officers are beached 
right and left, Hornblower and Bush being 
put on half pay. Hornblower adds to his 
means by playing a clever hand of whist 
with lords and high admirals at a club. 
Napoleon, fortunately for Hornblower, ap- 
pears on the horizon and back to sea goes 
Hornblower as commander of a sloop-of- 
war. 

Undoubtedly Hornblower has played a 
part in the current popularity of sea litera- 
ture. Long may he continue to flourish 
under the hand of able Mr. Forester.

Ferenc Molnar, who at his death was a 
resident of the United States, is not often 
performed here, although for more than 
a generation his plays were the thing_in 
Europe. “Liliom” had a deserved success 
here, as elsewhere, but his o!d-world senti- 
ment, even his elegant cynicism, do not 
flourish in our stage climate of violence 
and extremism.

POPE URGES LAITY JOIN

ROME, April 14—Pope Pius | 
XII used his annual Easter Sun-| 
day message to call on the Catho- 
lic clergy and laity of the world 
to launch a crusade for conver- 
sions in the face of conditions 
“dark with discouragement.” 

He said he wanted the priests 
to go out “into the streets and 
the squares” with their sermons 
instead of remaining closed in- 
side the churches. He said he 
wanted laymen to be given the 
opportunity of preaching, too. 

The reference to the laymen 
followed several months of ac- 
tivity in Rome in which the Pope 
has made it clear that he wishes 
the Catholic hierarchy and clergy 
throughout the world to give a 
greater active share in church 
work to members of the laity. 

Laymen have been recognized 
as capable of penetrating into so- 
cial areas rarely reached by 
priests. 

Great Throng Hears Pope. 

The Pope spoke from the bal- 
cony high on the lofty facade of 
St. Peter’s Basilica. A throng es- 
timated at 250,000 filled St. Peter’s 
plaza and extended into the 
streets beyond. 

The speech was one of two the 
Pope gave during the day. In the 
other, carried by transcription on 
radio networks in Japan, he ex- 
pressed his joy at the marked 
progress Catholicism has made 
in that country. since the war. 

The Pope told the throng in) 
St. Peter’s that Easter, the com- 
memoration of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion from the dead, was a per- | 
petual reminder of the immortal- | 
ity and inflexibility of Christ and | 
of the Catholic Church. 

He appealed to the crusaders 
to “penetrate every place that 
Christ has a right to enter, into 
the factories, into the offices, 
into the fields. . . . Against the 


promoters of sin, set yourselves 


to work.” 
Plea for Modern Apostles. 

“We would like that great pha- 
lanxes of apostles should arise, 
like those which the church knew 
in its early days,” he said. 

The Pope finished with a 
prayer that God lift up the minds 
and hearts “of all those who lend 
an ear to the voices of doubt, 
of denial; of opposition to Thy 
saving message or who allow 
themselves to be deceived by the 
vain and specious attractions of 
the world.” He prayed for mem- 
bers of the Catholic Church who 
are “suffering and _ sorrowing, 
straitened and persecuted for 
truth and justice,” an evident 
reference to Catholics in Com- 
munist-controlled nations.

NEW YORK, April 14 ‘(AP)— 
An Appeals Court today reversed 
a decision blocking a proposed 
merger of the Congregational 
Christian Churches and the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church. 

The new ruling left the way 
open for the proposed merger, 
which would bring together two 
Protestant churches with a total 
membership of 1,850,000. 

Today’s four-to-one ruling by 
the appellate division of the New 
York State Supreme Court nulli- 
fied a two-year decision by Su- 
preme Court Justice Meier Stein- 
brink barring the church union. 

The higher court declared that 
“the civil courts do not interfere 
with ecclesiastical matters in 
which temporal rights are not in- 
volved.” 

The merger, first proposed in 
1947, would form the United 
Church of Christ. It would em- 
brace the 5715 ‘Congregational 
Churches, with more than 1,184,- 
000 members, and the 3000’ Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Churches, 
with a membership of more than 
714,000.

The first Artists’ Guild exhibi- 
tion restricted to commissioned 
portraits opened yesterday at the 
guild galleries, 812 Union bou- 
levard, Eighteen painters and 
sculptors of the St. Louis area 
are represented by a total of 40 
works.

in all. Gustav F. Goetsch, the 
eleventh juror, served but did 
not send a painting. ll the 
jurors have held one-man portrait 
shows and are automatically elig- 
ible for the guild’s portrait sec- 
tion, now being formed. . 

The remaining nine works were 
winnowed from 33 submitted by 
23 other artists, only portraits 
finished in 1950, 1951 and 1952 
being eligible. Thus the jurors’ 
31 entries dominate the show in 
a three-to-one ratio, so that there 
is established a kind of “academy” 
—ordinarily an _ institution of 
questionable value. 

A look at some of the rejected 
work, however, is cogent argu- 
ment for some such arrangement. 
Clearly the jurors had as their 
first requirement a faithful like- 
ness, preferably embellished by 
fresh harmonies of color and con- 
tour. 

A few of the portraits in the 
show may not achieve a good 
likeness, but rejected entries in- 
clude poor paintings, faulty like- 
nesses and even works whose 
authors apparently did not even 
try to simulate reality. Some 
entries, such as Fred James Car- 
penter’s “Marion,” were excluded 
with regret merely because their 
colors did not harmonize with the 
display as a whole.

Fix It Yourself

NCE a person starts falling 
QO down a flight of basement or 

attic stairs there isn’t much 
you can do except get out of the 
way. The time to do something 
is before the fall begins. . 

Every kind of stair should be 
fitted with some sort of handrail. 
A good strong rope will do, so 
will a length of 2 inches by 4 
inches sanded smooth to prevent 
splinters and securely fastened to 
one side of the stairs with posts. 

Make sure that the stair treads 
are solid and not so badly worn 
along the front edge as to make 
a slip an almost sure thing. 

Attic and basement stairs are 
usually prefty uncomplicated 
structures and replacing a dam- 
aged or worn tread requires only 
a few minutes work with a saw 
and hammer. 

While you're at it, check over 
the side pieces or stringers to be 
certain they are solid. If they 
appear weak, fasten a 2 by 4 
along the lower edge and let it 
run from top to bottom. 

Many falls can be prevented if 
there is good light for the stairs. 
The best arrangement is to have 
a wall switch at top and bottom 
with a well placed fixture but a 
drop light hung on the wall will 
help a good deal. Painting the 
front edges of the stair treads 
with white paint makes them 
ao visible and helps to reduce

The firm, now located at 6150 Bertha avenue, Wellston, was 
launched in 1937 with $50 in borrowed funds to enable a young, 
bedridden typist to earn a living. Last week, the company itself and

rowed were cited in awards of merit from the President's Committee

on National Employ the Physi- 
cally Handicapped Week. 

To the firm went a citation “in 
recognition of commendable ef- 
forts expended in providing equal 
opportunity in employment to 
physically handicapped workers.” 
The real estate man, Jacques Hor- 
owitz, who has served without 
pay for 15 years and now is de- 
voting eight hours a day to the 
project, was recognized for “out- 
standing efforts expended in pro- 
moting . . . employment for the 
physically handicapped.” 


Inspiration for the firm’s es- 
tablishment was the late Miss 
Mary Porter, who began to solicit 
orders for envelopes to be ad- 
dressed at her home. Among 
those she telephoned was the late 
Mrs. Grace Rosenblum who be- 
came so interested in the young 
woman that she began to look 
for work which could provide a 
steady income. 


It was Mrs. Rosenblum’s idea 
that Miss Porter could send mer- 
chandise through the mail, in- 
closing a printed message to the 
recipient to pay for the article 
by return mail or send back the 
merchandise. She sought out a 
manufacturer of men’s neckties 
and financed the infant opera- 
tion with the loan of $50 from 
Horowitz. 

The idea grew and prospered 
and it was not long before other 
handicapped workers were assist- 
ing with the project. The first 
office was in the basement of 
Mrs. Rosenblum’s home but that 
was soon outgrown and the crew 
of employes negotiated for the 
rental of a storeroom. 


Horowitz, who had put up a 
guarantee of $500 to the tie man- 
ufacturer to see the baby venture 
over its first rough way, again 
came to the rescue by advancing 
the money for purchase of the 
lots on Bertha avenue and build- 
ing the ,one-story brick factory 
which the company now occupies. 
Buying salvage materials from 
demolished river front structures, 
he was able to keep the cost 
down to $10,000 with an addi- 
tional $3000 for equipment. The 
original structure contains 6000 
square feet of floor space, with 
another 1500 square feet added 
in an annex which was opened 
last February. 

The: loan has been repaid to 
Horowitz and the building, free 
of indebtedness, belongs to the 
organization. 

Retiring from his real estate 
firm 18 months ago, Horowitz 
turned his attention solely to. the 


Necktie Workers Organization and 
is at his desk there every day. 
He also serves as a member of 
the advisory board. 

“We use the same methods here 
that we would in any other busi- 
ness organization,” Horowitz said. 
“Before we adopt any policy or 
procedure, we analyze it care- 
fully, and we ask the opinion of 
the employes. 

“Even when we get ready to 
buy a new tie for distribution, 
we ask all the employes whether 
they like it and think it will sell.” 

Wages average $1.25 an hour 
or more than $45 a week for a 
37%4-hour week. No one owns the 
company, which was incorporated 
in 1939. Workers include arm 
and leg amputees, poliomyelitis 
victims, the deaf and those with 
speech impediments, the arthritic 
and aged, 
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Blue Cross hospitalization and 
medical insurance are set up for 
all who are eligible and the or- 
ganization itself maintains a spe- 
cial fund to care for those who 
cannot obtain Blue Cross protec- 
tion. Dental care is furnished 
without charge as are eye glasses, 
hearing aids, crutches and other 
needed medical equipment.

West might well have gone on 
to six diamonds, as a save, even 
though his partner had been 
doubled at the five-level, but per- 
haps West sensed that South was 
going to stub his toe in the play 
of the five-heart contract. 


West laid down the club king 
as his opening lead. Dummy’s 
ace won znd declarer led a trump 
to his own hand. Then, evidently 
convinced that he would have to 
guess the spade situation, South 
led the ten and, when West put 
in the six, went right up with 
the king from the board. The re- 
sult, obviously, was a one-trick 
defeat of the contract. 

South explained to his partner 
that, on the bidding, it had 
seemed almost certain that East 
had the diamond ace and so, for 
his club overcall, West needed 
the spade ace. 


This was one of those many 
cases where no guess is required. 
South should have found out who 
held the diamond ace. After 
drawing the one round of trumps, 
South should have laid down the 
diamond king. This could cost 
nothing, since dummy’s remaining 
club should be discarded on the 
trick, and when West turned up 
with the dianfond ace, it would be 
a foregone conclusion that he did 
not also hold the spade ace, with 
all those top cards he would have 
doubled the heart opening instead 
of merely bidding two clubs. Thus, 
having located the diamond ace, 
South would know that the only 
hope was to put in the spade jack 
on his first lead toward dummy.

THE BUSINESS before the 
Human Rights Commission, 
which is to begin its work Mon- 
day, is that of drafting two 
covenants—one covering politi- 
cal and civic rights; the other, 
economic and social rights. As 
the United States representa- 
tive on the Commission, I have 
watched with growing concern 
the work of the American Bar 
Association, which has set it- 
self the task of trying to make 
the people of the United States 
and the Congress believe that 
a Covenant Human Rights 
will curtail the rights which 
we, the people cf t ted 
States, have under our Consti- 
tution. We have tried to ex- 

plain to this group the fact 
that the Declaration of Human 
Rights has no legal binding 
value. It is true that in cer- 
tain instances it has been cited 
in legal cases, but in itself 
there is nothing which makes 
it legally binding on anyone to 
accept any of its provisions. It 
states standc and aspira- 
tions.

IT IS TRUE that we have 
many of these rights in the 
United States. It is also true 
that the Covenant, as it now is, 
states that nothing in th/- Cove- 
nant can change what any of 
us have under our Constitu- 
tion. But it is important that 
that we begin to have similar 
standards in the field of human 
rights throughout the world, 
and agreement on these will be 
one of the foundation stones on 
which we may build the peace 
of the world. 

I shall take up later the ques- 
tions raised by the resolution 
for a constitutional amendment 
offered by Senator Bricker 
(Rep.), Ohio, and deal with them 
in detail. Here I mainly want 
to emphasize that if we are un- 
willing to enter into a treaty 
on human rights we are putting 
ourselves in the same position 
as is Russia.
